Air Ministry officials v^ere told today of a’'giant Catherine' 
wheel which whirred lov/ over Borehan Wood, Herts, yesterday. 

The mystery object was seen'by two people. Housewife Mrs.Eve¬ 
lyn Aaron, of Theobald Street, said she heard a peculiar high pit¬ 
ched noise. When she looked up she saw the object which was flying 
very fast and low. "It gave me the impression that it was circular

Mrs. Aaron, the mother,of four children, said a nan walking 
along the street also saw the object. He shouted; "Did you see that?** 
and ran. 

Said the Air Ministry; "Light often plays curious tricks with 
the shape of normal aircraft but we will notify the department 
which investigates these matters."

"THE. MYSTERY OP THE "RING MGELS” 


This subject will probably, prove to be norc of interest to

It all began early last ye.ar when the newspapers heard ._ 
that Marcjoni* s Wireless Telegraph Coopany Linited had been picking 
up unidentified radar signals at their research laboratories in 
Essex. The 'papers reported that the scientists there were unable 
to say what was causing then. They had oven gone to check the 
localities at which the signals were originating, but no geograpn- 
ical features could account for these "angals". . n ^ 

This, of course, started ruLiours within the UPO circle, to 
the extent of some believing that there v/crG_ largo vibrating UPOs_^ 
stationed over England at sunrise every norning. But, unfb.rtunatoly 
SOD.C pooplo autonatically substitute "extra—terrestrial space—ship 
for "UPO" whonover they cone across it. 

Here are the facts; The UPOs arc seen just a little before 
sunrise, and do not last very long. They have a specific centre 
and the rest of the signal, spreads nut around this in a vibrati^ 
circle. This phononona was filnad, and a spoeded-up picture looked 
like ripples on the surface of v/ater, radiating out fron tne ^ point 
of disturbance. In fact, the period between each successive wave 
has been between li ninutes to 12 ainutes. The range of velocity 
of expansion lias been between 25-55 a.p.h. The riaxinun diaaeter so 
far achieved has been 30 niles. The altitude of the rings does not 
exceed 2,000 feet, on all occasions they have

BLACK «M00I^» SIGHTED - A Dawn Sky Plisnonenon 

Did you sec a 'black Sphere surrounded by six very briglit 

lights at dawn on Sunday? No, it was not a flying saucGr,.and acc¬ 
ording to Mr.C.B. Coventry,- of 19, Links Road,Tile’iurst, it was not 
a spcod-iiog of tile skies.,, Bor he watched the object for alnost an 
hour, during which tine it appeared to change its shape to sone- 
tiiing rosenbling a pear and the six surrounding lights increased to 
nine. 

How did Mr. Coventry cone to see this phenonenon? He told 
our reporter that at 3.50.a.r2. on Sunday he woke up and went into 
his bathroon. The v/indow was open and he looked out in the east¬ 
ern sky, which was cloudless, ,he saw an object, black and vdiat 
appeared to hin to be the size of a football, around wliich were six 
very bright lights. He watched it and since it appeared to be hard¬ 
ly noving he decided to return to liis bedrocn and continue iiis 
observations, since his bedroon, like his bathroom, faced north¬ 
east. 

"I pulled the curtains back V7ide and got back into bed an,d 
v/atched the strange object" Mr. Coventry 'continued. He measured 
out some 12 to 15 inches down the window pane, which he said took 
the object some 15 minutes to cover. He said that with its change, 
of shape to something pear-shaped, the six surrounding lights gave 
way to nine. The object did not seem to be a groat distance away 
and its appearance v/as not accompanied by any noise. 

At 4.45 a.m. Mr. Coventry, still quite puzzled, was watch¬ 
ing the- strange object in space when it disappeared in a due north¬ 
erly direction. 

Seen By Another Man, 

But the story of the strange sphere on the dawn patrol does 
not end there. Mr. Coventry at lunch-time on Sunday went along to 
his "local" for a little light ref re shi;ent. There having a drink 
was another gentleman from Birminglia:.v, who was on holiday in Tile- 
hurst, and he was relating how he had seen the mysterious black 
ball in the slyr that had turned poar-shape at dawn that very same 
moming. 

Mr. Coventry is employed at the Headquarters of the Royal 
Air Borce, Blying Training Command,Shinficld Park, in the Air 
Ministry Works Department. One might well expect him to be conver¬ 
sant with aircraft recognition, but this strange "convertible" in 
the dawn sly left him more than a little bemused and bewildered.
